At Oiadalajara the U. S. Authorities almost caught me and it is evident that they had 

I qui ckly dep^rt^'Ki on >-'ycycle to Puerto 
Vallarta and there I was arrested ar.d -'rripri.sor.ed and then tr-msfered to G-j-ilalajara and 
unl'iwxVjlly held for 72 d'.ys *:nder torture and pain to make me nns-^er questions, "Who are 
you with?" '*‘.^ho did you talk to in that building?" "’^0 are you meeting here?" etc, etc.

Police were called and I was threatened with arrest **...if yc.u don’t scoct back over the 
bridger’* Please note: Police allow well dressed hoodlums tc approach the Kennedj* home. 

In one instance in 1952 a maid’s dope-using boyfriend took a Eeniiedy vehicle and abandoned 
it at the airport* Recent news indicates that dope peddlers maj^ have access tc the Keniiedys. 
Yet, a sincere courier trying tc turn over vital evidence - without any charge or fee 
viiatsoever - is threateriei with arrest. ' I have written letter after letter - no reply. 

I could ‘possibly* pursue a more . viperous approach; *put I don’t want tc fri^.ten or disturb 
the mother, Rose. I would prefer a quiet businesslike approaci’. tc contact tiieiLo 

It is quite evident that federal agencies are inducing local officials tc silence me. 
i comprehensive coverage of all the events would require several volumes. Tne complication 
generated by corrupt government activit^v^ is beyond comprenensibn tc those wiio have never 
met gcvemment sponsored crime. 1 shall therefor toucr^ only some of the salient occurances. 

First we must imderstanc that not ell lawyers are honest, not all ^judges are honcrabie, 
and not all cops are against crime. It is not sc much as a matter of cash money; it is 
favor barter - power barter. Sometimes district at ton: eya enter into- barter with criminals 
to satisfy certain self-serving ends. A criminal behind bars will promise almost anything 
for freedom. A criminal or probation, however, is the safest tool a corrupt system can use 
against an honest citizen. This is not speculation - in several instaiices it has been 
admitted; "Man, I don’t hate you - I got heat on me, I gotta stay outta ^ail!" And, ^iuvinile 

attacker doing tiie bidding of a cop, "He gives us "weed"." and, "I’m on probation, I gotta 

do what I’m told." and "Tne officer told me you -want suicide end he tele me tc help you." 

Prexiously a school teacher and oiovr dope user, Eenerietta Forbes, was caught selling 
dope tc senool crildren - a felony - yet evaded rriscr. by a SIOOC bribe tc the Palm Beach 
Cotinty State Attorney tc get or. rrebation. As fate would have it, this teacher lived in a 
trailer or. the same farm where I rented space ir. the b.arr. In Octeber 19"^ £ person in a 
white pickup bearing a countr license tlate. partly obscured witr. a car license plate wired 
over it, came on the property and ghve a narcotic ^"dust") tc F.enerietta Forbes. This drove 

her tc violence and to attack me. These attacks continued for weeks and from the talk it 

was cleEtT that tne autricrities were trying tc provoke me intc- some defensive act in order 
to arrest me. I started preparations tc leave. Tne landlady (whe 1 later learned wais part 
cf the conspiracy) begged me tc stay and even offered me money to stay* 1 continued prepara- 
tions tc leave whereupon Ferbes threw a shovel at me and damaged the car's electrical system 
rendering it inoperative. Officers were called vdic gave Forbes a citation - end 15 minutes 
after trie sheriff departed she attacked me again. *^he next day more violence, the nei”^ay 
more %*lolence and property damage. I propelled my wheelchair over l/2 mile cf dirt roads 
tc phone fer help. The officer arrested Forbes, but she was released and continued the 
harasmter.: from time tc time. 



Mow it becomes very clear that the authcrities vere after the Lenned:** rssassination 
e'N’idence and were nard pressed for seme "legal" excuse tc put me behind bars, ^he landlady, 
Sally Zinman, who revealed herself as a lesbiar., told me I would have tc leave if I didn’t 
drop charges against Ferbes. She wantad me tc leave but tc ieave my belongings there in 
her barn, ‘and she was veil aw-are my vdticle v;as inoperative - and even offered 5250 for^’* 
repairs. Zinnar. revealed a curious liaison between Legal Aid Lawyer Hairill, the State 
Attcrr.ey, and a caputy Sneriff "Sergeant Toir" and s'Ad, "Ti.ey vnint you on public property 
so they can pici: you up." 



On 2 January' 1950, I^eputy ^yce Crowe stated that he wr .3 ordered tc arrest me for 
"tfespass". 1 shoved him docum«itar\' evidence thiat I was paying rant in-kinc by rendering 
services and e\dtez:ce of repairing Zinman’s car, tractor and other eq'iipmen’to He talked tc 
Zinmin and rcturriod sa;n_ng Zinman aerdzs the rental agretnment w^as fer vrerk and services and 
I w":s "p'f a up fer the season", lepjty Ore we 5 e-ar:. 9 d to be in a dilemma and departed.

tna .08 up a bail fund and I was rele-*sad around midningt "with no transportation! no t*:?r! 
and no funds (the ^100 bill was all I had), I hitch hiked in my vfheel chair und arrived home 
at 6:20 AK on 4 Jan 1980. The day before I had bcrrcwed a battery and started my vehiolo- 
home-office. On the noming of 4 Jan the battery was de?id so I proceeded to charge it n.nd 
tried to pack and stow my belongings - but the ordeal of being arrested and having to hitch- 
hike all iii^t vris more thart my disabled condition could tolerate and I fell very sick with 
heart spasims and lay in bed most of the day and evoning. 

In the dark of ni^t on 4 January I was rousted oat of bf-d and arrested by Sheriff Crewe. 
I told him I was sick and couldn’t tal:e any more cruelty and that ttiere was Civil remedy 
available in standard eviction proceeding. I notified Crowe that he vras trespassing on my 
rented premesis and that he had no warrant and that it is unlawful for him to just barge 
in and op®i ny vdiicle-home-offlce in the middle of night. I demanded to make a phone call 
to a lawyer I had recently contacted, which he granted, ^e lavjyer told me to obey the 
officer, etc. and asked to speak to Crewe. Crewe then contacted a Sgt. and the word ”^m” 
was uttered several times. Briefly the result was that I was given the choice of leaving 
the premesis or be imprisoned in jail until the hearing on the previous days arrest. Since 
I was very sick and since my bail fund had not been replenished — and knoA^ring the object of 
the arrest was to separate me from my belongings, I agreed to leeve the premises temijorairly. 
^ere is much more to this bat time and space v;on* t permit detail at this time. 

On 23 January the first arrest was dismissed, ^he lawyer advised me to stay aw’ay for 
one more day to allow the significance to sink in. 0 24 January I returned home to find 

that my utility room had been broken into and my documents overhauled. I had the Kennedy 
assassination evidence 'vith me in the vehiclo-hcme-office. ‘ihis explains why Zinman came 
to me vdiere I was perked in Wellington and tried to sweet- talk me into returning home with 
premises of money to repair the damage caused by Forbes. Zinman told me I had several 
letters and she said ”...! put them on your table (in the barn)*’. 

In the dark of ni(^t on 25 January I was reus ted out of bed again arid again arrested 
on the false charge of ’’trespass" - the third trespass arrest! My w^ieel chair and I were 
locked in the patrol car and Deputy Sl'ieriff Comfort gave Zinnan explicit instructions to 
cell a certain party and have my vehicle talien away and impounded. Twice he gove uhe or»lor 
-nd ailed, "T'ske sui-e you do it ri^it away, he ici/dit bail o^>t and Ariye ij lil^e .last 

'* De^^uly Comfort seimed veiy nervous and vranted to talk, and in so doing revaaled 
the following: 

Comfort asked, "What have you done to cause all this action?" I replied, "What have 
I done? You should know, you arrested me." .^moiig other statements Comfort said, "Oh well, 

I was sent out to bring you in — I was told to charge you with tresjx^ss." I asked, "Was I 
in fact trespassing?" Coiiifort replied, "How do I know. I wns pulled off my beat to^ome 
out here - the officer out here (Crowe) reAzsed to irrcst you, so I 'v,s c/ill^," 

I was hauli?d over 1.5 miles to jail cuid I uv^erbeard C:>mfort t')l> ing to a "Sgt. Tom" on 

tlie pVione JidVeceiving instructions as to »diat to winte on the ^rrbst report. In f-ict 
Comfort filled in the papers while listening on the phone - a very odd procedure. I was not 
p^iToitted to phone. Good peiople had again furnished me more bail mcney. “^e bail was set 
' " at 5100. I offered SlOO cash money; but the sheriff refused to release me "...on orders of 

Sgt. Tpm." I heard Comfort talking to^.the duty Sgt. in the jail explaining that if^^were 
released "he’ll go out there and get his car.", etc, etc. — - 

Hiere was a large stack of bedding available; but I w*as denied bedding end forced to 

lay on the hard, ccld hallway floor. Ky vulnerability to sound tortire was exploited ev-n 

after I displayed my Medic Alert warning devise No. 173696. I vras liicked repetedly to d«iiy 
sle€?p. Ihe greatest punishmant was being denied a toilet facility and holding my urine all 
nigjit caused great distress and sidxess. Bretal treatment caused failure of my ej^-incter 
muscles causing me to \irinate in my \dieel chair and clothing. Even in the courthouse I was 
held alone in a hallway, while the other prisoners were kept in regular holding cells with 
water and toilet. 

I could not hear what transpired in the courtroom bec'::.ise I had impacted my ears es 
a defense against the sound torture. Apparently the judge authorized extra punishment before 
/ trial of issue to force me to plead guilty, ‘^en I v.'as returned to the jail I was twice 
knocked out of i:iy wheelchair and beaten by Deputy Gruber, a Jew friend of Zirur-an, Eamill, 



Lubii), et al* Gruber stated that this was only a sanple and if I didn’t keep ?hu*t in 
courtf he would kill ne« He told me I’d have to plead guilty if I expected to stay alive® 
tie hits on the head have damaged my eyesight in my left eye. I am denied medical c\re. 

At the ]ast beating a good jailer pulled Gniber off of me and quickly released me on 

the SlOO bond. I was so sick I could barely propell my vdieelchair. I finally got &cix>ss 

the street and urinated in a parking lot in desperation. Ily heart was going into spasims 
and I started sobbing, i still had impactions in ray ears and cculdn t ccmniunicate for help* 
Finally after an hour of acute suffering and heart trouble I managed to contact a diurch 
\7ho p€iid S22. taxi fare to take me home. j 

I arrived home in the aftemoon of 26 Jan 80 and found a note on my door telling me 
that n\y vdiiclc— home— office had been taken to Steve’s Towing garage. I phoned and was 
told they knew nothing about it. Later I phoned and they admitted having my vdiicle but 
refused to tell me where it was located - in short I didn’t see my vahicle for 19 months! 

I-Iy Utility room had been ransacked again and my blongings strewn about on the floor* 

Later that aftemoon a sheriff came to arrest me so I got off the premises. I folded up^ 
my wheelchair and crawled into an open field and lay there all ni^t sick in a cold driving 
rain in a 4 inch deep puddle of water. I ims weak from hunger and asked a nei^ibor for 
food next morning. Cut on the road Zinm. an approached me and apologised for all the 
trouble, a^?ain promised me money and told me to go back to the bam and that I v/as welcome 
to stay. I knew it was a trick. I hid in some bashes all ni^t of 27 Jan and watched 
while sheriff patrol cars searched for me - playing their spotli^ts over the fields and 
driving with li^ts out to suddeily turn them on in the hope they could catch me trying 
to get away with some documents. Ibis is what taxpayers are getting for their money! 

TharJca to our judges, Florida is known as a criminal’s paradise. Here dangerous 
criminals run lose while honest citizens are harassed by their own ’’piblic servants”. 

South Florida is made a crimi-ial’s paradise by a coraposit of corrupt judicial decree, 
legislative trickery, and deliberate executive violations. 

Law enforcement consistently refuses to go against the criminal — especially tlie 
criminal with portfolio. Yet, in this present case, a tax paid deputy sheriff drives 
our patrol car down a dangerous sand road about a half mile, turrjs his li^^ts out and 
turns around and speeds back with his li^ts out and flashing them on at the last moment 
trying to catch a crippled senior citizen in the lawful act of protecting his privileged 
posessions* (Hie crotch— oriented deputy doesn’t have sense enou^ to realize that his 
stop li^t goes on when he stops to turn around) 

On 30 Jan 80 I was told to go to the bam to receive a phone call about getting my 
vehiclo-bomc-office returned to ipe. call was from a Korris Boyd, who I had met— 

previously and .iio claimed to be an electrician. Boyd said he speaking in b^alf of 
Sally 2iii.nan, Henerietta ^orbes and D^vid "^udworth (the State Attorney). B^yd said he 
had just talked to Dave (Bludworth) and that I would get my car returned if I dropped the 
charges against Renerietta Forbes. Boyd said he would come and pick me up and take me to 
”Dave’s” office to sign the papers and ”I will personally guarantee your car will be returned 
within half an hour*" I told him that the State of Florida v/as prosecuting Forbes for crime 
and that it was beyond my j»ower and a breach of honor to do anything other than telling the 
tiulh*. I stated at another point that only the prosecutor (BludvaDrth) is empowereS^’to drop 
a charge in a criminal case. Boyd became more insistant and said that "You will be hurt 
and cut up if you don’t drop charges." and "Dave says you won’t get out of Florida alive 
if you don’t drop cb:irg 9 s*" J quostioneJ and Boyd s^aid that Bludworth told him to tell r.e 
that if I don’t cooperate. Boyd talked for about an hour and uttered other threats about 
being chained arid trlcen to a certain "bend" or canal or swamp and fed to the aligators* 

(-1 reali:’;ed ti.at this was no idle threat for 2 reasons: (a) I was told an aligator had been 
killed arid a corroded set of h=i.ndcuffs were found in tis sioiiiach; (b) with the kind of 
judges on the State Bench, it would be impossible to question such a murder - foidnstance, 
after over 4 y ■ rs none of these issues - not even a single one - has ever been permitted 
before any judge acting honorably with respect for law and Uje Process) 

Boyd left me vrith the fear that Bludworth intended to silence me permenantly, and had 
the power to get away with it. I wis desperate and I wanted to salvage ny belongings and 
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Or. Saturday mominy I was waitinr in my wheelchair aionrside the road 50 to 40 feet 
outside of Zinman's property. Beput;/ Sneriff Piazza drove past me tc Zinman*s house, 
apparently to make a phone call. 7r;sn Piazza drove to a trailer where illegal aliens 
were sta^dng and in his nervousness hit a tree with the patrol car. Thesr. Piazza drove 
back -tc vhere I was waiting 52 tc 4 C feet away from Zinm e n * s propert}' and placed me under 
arrest on tlie charge of ‘’trespass” after being duly notified that I was not on Zinman* s 
^vroperty and specifically pointing out the ^Urve 3 ’' maikers clearly visable. Zinhan drove 
up and admitted that I was not on her ^uroperty. Beputy Piazza told Zinman that she would 
have tc sign a paper stating that I was arrested on her property - which she did« Piazza 
then told ZinTnar to ^ut locks on the bam so that I couldn't return tc get my property out 
cf nr utility room. there was still collateral e\'idence prooving . tiia existance of the ^ 
pnctos and 26 -docuEents and circumstances of the theft of the original documents) Iher. 

Piazza stated that he ’x>uli call a judge tc have my bail "jacked up to ^50C” tc prevant 
jre fron returning tc ret my posessicns (about half a ton of posessions in utility* i^cn) • 

1 was fcr the third time hauled ever 16 miles tc jail and net permitted tc rhone 
till verj- late in the afternoon. Piazza did call a judge who, without hearing or due process, 
u.nl 5 wfully ordered ercessive *oail in the sum cf 250C‘ - 3 times noimal bail. Since bail is 
net in tended as a punishment, and only tc guarantee appearance in court, this was malicious. 

Z'/eit-ihing I Ov.r.ed, except my wheel cr.mir, had bear, unlawfully talren away from me -

St>tf.- Atvorr:ey Ccnnolly condoned these threats 
against his cwn prr.secution witriess. A action to dismiss charges against Forbes was tc be 
heard on d Kerch l?bl. Around nocn on 5 Karen a man ;ra.mei me tc keep shut in cor.rt if I 
wruitea to ”see tomorrow”. Tlnat ni^t a snet was fired at me by an agent of Forbes. shave bullet) 



Police find police agents attacked me, cr.e hoodlum knocked me out of m 3 ’ wijeelchair and 
left me blood)/', church was pressured tc evict me, Felice ordered me off the sidewalk 

and told me I would have tc go in the street vlth the traffick. life became totall)’ unbearable. 
In my wheelchair I hitch hiked to Fort Lauderdale "-ni lived in the open beiiind a house, I 
ctrrowee a tyi‘'jr±ter and when it wasn't r.unir.y 1 ir spared Civil Rigjits Complaints filed in 
t-te U3DC cerca 15 May 19oC as/dng for relief fUwr, ’.'iclence and the return of my posessiens, 
y.y pleadings were disrissed for "failing tc at te cause of action", I was denied counsel, 

Violence hit m-.- in Ft, Lauderdale and I hi'ch hhked tc Kiami tc see the U, S, Attorney 
for jrotection, I i.: wrong color .and the nationality, the U, S, Attorney r?fu 3 *?d 
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we go bade to Feb, Kar, Apr, Kay of 19^30. Public Defender Michael S^lnick, a friend of 
Zinn^^n, Lubin, et p.l, was appointed to defend rce. Salnick stated that he had to cooperate 
with the State Attorney and insif^ted that I plead guilty to the charges of "trespass'*. 

Salnick became beligerant and told me he didn't have time to siibpoena witnesses or to 
prepare a defense. On 20 March I faced trial on the 3rd airost. I was denied continuance 
to px'epare iny d 0 feiji>e, I was denied vvi tr.osw-es and Pu^ Pix>cess. Strangely, tlie judge a*ijriuvcd 
that l"was a tenant: l^at, without ariy lawful basis, this very fri^^tened judge made ^is 
strange ruling (a) Fields vas a tenant, (b) at second arrest Fields left the premises 
under dur iSv^ .(c)'Qie act of leaving the prerdses constituted abandonment, (d) therefor 
Fields was trespassing when he retumrd to get his half ton of belongings. warped 

mind of Judge Harrison has no place for honesty, justice or honor. Harrison adjudicated 
me guilty ss clwirged -and ordered me to see the probation people. Knowing that ex post 
dictum could not pass the t;est of appeal, .liiis crooked judge evaded appeal, simply 
by **ivithholding adjudication**. Ihis ^crooked judge refuses to pass judgement and sentence 
to bring an end to this case. I^iis crooked judge is maliciously violating my ri^t to a 
** speedy trial** which presupposes a speedy conclusion to the criminal matter. 

If had won acquittal, the question of return of my poseasion taken^at arrest would 
be simple. Upon a judgeifcent and -sentence, a new trial would result from appeal, and the 
assistance of counsel, time to prep^^re and witnesses would be assured. The true reason 
that Judge Harrison is unlawfully bloFicing appeal is the importance of the Kannedy ass^^ss— 
ir.a t5,on evidei’ice hfen^in^T in the b alance . By unlawfully holding this case in limbo, 
this very coriupt judge is delaying the recovery of the Kennedy assassination evidence. 

I tried to appeal. One Ipth Circuit judge said appeal was premature because the 
county judge **withheld adjudication** (which is contrary to written law). Another 15th 
Circuit judge said appeal vas available (wMch is clearly written into the law). I 
appealed to the Florida 4th Dist. Appeals Court but failed because of lies and deceit 
and the lack of courage of those judges to face the tiuth. I cian prove by the court's 
own records tJiat this criminal natter has never been before a jury or an honorable judge 
under Due Process and Equal Protection. I am trying now^ to get an injunction in the 
Federal Court, Fields v. Hanrison, 64-3047 to co’^pell the County Court to proceed with 
“■.he juv!^,:.-'ijiit and scaiti-'nce so that I can appeal from the corruption of the Co»ui^ity ^ourt. 

As for the 4th false ‘srrest on 2 Feb 1380, No. this case went beyond the 

90 day ti *»0 period in which to bring the issue to trial, fhe State Attorney abandoned 
t}ic case under the letter of the law - but revived the case a year and 10 days later. 

When I defected to New York for safety, I mailed each active court a statement as to 
.;hy I v/Gs forced out of the jurisdiction and that I would retum to seek justice whenever 
the viol'^nce, false arrests and tortures in jail vjere stopped.

Nt'xt day, 12 Feb 81, four 
ih jriff de;uties airested me on the 1980 "trespass** ctiarge No. 30-1233, locked me in jail 
without access to bill. Even after displaying my Medic Alert No. 175596 **HYPEr(3/ls*SITIVE 
TO ::0ISB rlfD SOUNDS" I was locked in the noisiest place in the hole jail' and ri^t under 
a television so loud the walls vibrated, the inmate in the adjac^it cell constantly kicked 
the ivall which .C£us*?d my bunk to jump about y inch. 

It is absolutely certain the St'ite Attorney ordered that I be tortured so that I would 
b’e ineffective in court - wV-ioh i: *V. it h^ippcned. I as t before Judge Carlisle in 

extreme ilis»tress, rain ir-jm the all ni^t torture. I ^ruld not hear what was 

said in the cc*urtroom bec’-use 1 ^ ’ d .y eats impacted as p dof-rre ^Inst the sound tortvire. 

I spoke out and d’jJ.y notified hl.e ju Ige :^f the sound torture, cf uy vulnerability and my 
Keiic Alert and asked for huir.-ne condi/^fo.'vs. Aiparontly Judge C-riisle found my disability 
quite horr.srcus «and I could sue him leuyifng'and commenting to bis clerks who also lauded. 

My good frieiin, Yiolet Terry, wrote down what the judge sjid. The gist of the judgt3?& ruling 
was tliat if I pleaded guilty I woull be released imnediately. I ctated that I was net giilty 
.-jnd that I want'sd a juiy trial with due process and asked to be released on my own recegn- 
iirancs. Ihe judge uttered a ruling and I was taken away before 7iolet could write it down. 

I was iut back in jail on 13 r»=»b 81 and the torture '.cas increased. I begg?d a guard 
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to do something to relieve the pain* He seemed a rather sympathetic and humane gua^ 
ijid he \rLX>te on a slip of paper: *‘Hie judge ordered piinishment, he wants you to plead 
giilty.” ^han he wrotet "I have no power, but will do what I can,” He turned the W 
dovm when others turned up the volume so higji it rattled, and he gave cigaretts to the 
adjacent inmate to get him to quit kicking my wall. It was bedLun! • 

Ihe authorities made a serious attempt to kill me on 17 Feb R1 in this manner: An 

insane Bible-freak type of inmate was put in my cell (a very small cell). He stated that 
he was told to help me commit suicide, that I was having so tiruch pain that he ’was to help 
me. He said he was told to not put any marks on me. He said he could do it quickly and 
without any pain, and that he had helped others out of suffering. He said all he need^ 
iwas a spoke out of my wheelchair which he would stick behind my eyeball and said he could 

do it without a drop of blood. He said he ordinairly used a coat hanger; but \^s told to 

a spoke. This insane inmate ''(or pretending to be insane and babbling Bibld) proceeded 

to stomp on my wheelchair wheel. Very significantly, during all this time the guards were 

absent. Other inmates bear’d what vras going on and vdien I shouted for help they raised 
s’ach a clanLDor that a guard finally appeared - bud did nothing, 4 times guards were called 
but did nothing, I had no way of telling time during this intense fear and trauma, but 
it seamed like the inmates had to shout and rattle their doors for over 10 minutes to get 
a guard to come - and it is not because there aren’t enou^^ guards or they are too easy, 

~ Ihis act of attempted murder lasted from late afternoon till the midnignt shift of 
guards came on, Ihe Ip-st time a guai'd was summoned he aame immediately, confered with the 
new Sgt. and immediately ti’ansfered me to a 7 man room v/here I was treated with respect 
and decency by the other inmates - but the day and ni^t loud televisions continued to 
cause pain and distress, I was having heart spasims and the pain became so unbearable 
th^it as soon as \niting materials became available I wrote to Circuit Judge Williams 
stating that I would plead guilty in exchange for humane conditions. 

In the meantime Violet Teriy vras being threatened and harassed by the State Attorney’s 
age»its to induce her to abandon me. Without funds, Violet, age 70 and crippled, walked 
miles to borrow S150 to pay a lav.yer to have bail set,* then more peinf^il miles to borrow 
3210 l*ail money in order to relieve me of the very painful sound torture. Released 23 Feb 81, 



After 2 false arrests on the samp pretended "trespass” charge, after abandoning the 
prosecution in 1930, after torbare and attempted murder in jail, don’t you think the criminal 
accusation would have gone to trial? Hie worst child-killer isn’t treated like ttiis! 

After all this blatant waste of taxpayer’s resources, after government amployees seriously 
violated law after law to punish me before trial, this criminal case was nolle pressed . 

In dropping the case, the State Attorney solicited perjury and entered perjury into the 
record to cover up the fact of malicious prosecution without a shred of evidence. 



So, there laust be nome other reason for all these false arrests and *,a3te of ta^q>ayer’3 
CiCney, (9 - NI\S - false arrests so far in Palm Beach County - no conviction) other 

reason is obvious: A review of pwblic records in context will show very clearly that Idle 
true reason for all these false arrests, assaults and harassments, is to prevent me from 
taking the Kennedy assassination evidence to Washington, D. C, If the key evidence is not
